Detour Light Station, Mich—The diaphone and the radiobeacon are now 
synchronized for distance-finding purposes. ‘The diaphone characteristic recurs 
at minute intervals and is so timed that every third minute the beginning of the 
diaphone blast or group of blasts occurs at the instant the radiobeacon starts to 
transmit on its “on” period. Likewise the end of the minute of radiobeacon 
transmission agrees exactly with the starting of the next characteristic blast or 
group of blasts of the diaphone. Masters of vessels equipped with a radio re- 
ceiver capable of receiving at approximately 300 kilocycles (1,000 meters) such 
as the receiver of a radiocompass, may listen to the radiobeacon and with a 
watch note the time in seconds which elapses after the start or stop of an “on” 
period of the radiobeacon until the first sound of the diaphone blast or group of 
blasts is heard. By allowing approximately five seconds per mile the distance 
of the observer from the fog signal may be estimated. The error will usually be 
not more than 10 per cent of the total distance. 

The Superintendent of Lighthouses, Detroit, Mich., would greatly appreciate 
reports from any vessel masters who may have an opportunity to make use of 
this method of determining ‘‘distance off”.

INTERFERENCE CAUSED TO BROADCAST RECEPTION BY SHIPS IN BRITISH PORTS 


Serious interference with the reception of broadcast programs is caused by the 
testing of ship’s radio apparatus while in ports of Great Britain. Arrangements 
have been made whereby British radio and shipping companies conduct tests only 
outside broadcasting hours and radio operators are reminded that every effort 
shouid be made to make any necessary tests or adjustments at times when 
broadcasting is not in progress. Whenever such tests or adjustments are being 
made the call signal of the ship should be transmitted at short intervals.
